WATHR COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT. 


Last year we congratulated you that we had been very fortu- 
nate in not having any serious freeze up or breaks but before our 
report had reached you we had the worst break we had ever expe- 
rienced. ‘This happened on Central Street and came from a crack 
in the pipe and the ground being frozen so deep it made it expen- 
sive to repair. 

This year we have had quite a number of small leaks in the 
Main and Suction Pipe and in the Reservoir. We find that the 
Reservoir will need a good coat of Cement on the bottom before it 
will be right and when that is done it should be right for a num- 
her.of years. 

We have just had a bad break at the Lower Village and that 
is repaired, but we have been unable to open the lower end of the 
main pipe and it looks now as though we should have to wait for 
Spring weather to open that. 

We have laid 3818ft. of 2 in. Galvanized Iron Pipe on Garnet 
Street and 1288ft. of 1din. Galvanized Pipe.’ This line bids fair to 
bring us in a good return. 

We have laid 1032 ft. of Ini. Galvanized Iron Pipe and 621 ft. 
of } in. Galvanized Iron Pipe on Lake Avenue and this has paid us 
well on the expense put into it. This Spring both these lines will 
have to be extended. We find that when the water comes within 
the reach of the cottagers they are anxious to have it connected. 
The other extensions are small but come within the limit of the 
vote of the Town so they were put in. 

We have 1992ft. of 14 in. and 498ft. of 1 in. Galvanized Tron 
pipe at George’s Mills already to lay as soon as Spring opens which 
when done will pay the required six per cent to start with and 
bids fair to make quite an increase to our revenue in the near 
future '

SCHOOL REPORT 


To THe Innasrrantrs oF THe Scuoont Disrricr or SUNAPEE: 

We wish to remind you that the statistics and Roll of Honor 
are made up from registers for the school year ending July 15, 
1904, while the financial report is made up to Feb. 15, 1905. 


Our schools have been quite satisfactory during the past year 
but some in a much higher degree than others; on the whole we 
have a very able and satisfactory corps of teachers, who have 
been much interested in their work. Irregular attendance includ- 
ing tardiness detract from the best work of any school, and we 
ask the help of parents toward more prompt attendance. 


But one school has reached 90 per cent of attendance for the 
year while the average for the town has been only 87 per cent; 
and the number of tardy marks has been very much too great. 

The whole number of pupils registered during the year was 226; 
boys L108, girls 118, of whom 19 were under six years of age, and 
9 over 16. The average membership was 189. The average expense 
per pupil for the year was $12 58. 

Last year in three schools we tried having two long terms, but 
the warm summer days before the spring term closed caused the 
return this year to three terms in two of them. 

The school-house in district No. 3 has been much improved 
both inside and out by painting. At No. 7 the building has been 
shingled and painted. 

Pursuant to a vote of the district the school property in districts 
No. 4 and 9 was sold. 

The school yard at the Center badly needs grading, at least in 
front, as every rain leaves water and mud for some time.

but three cases of measles during the past year. 

Complaints from the public against various matters which were 
considered by the complainant to be either injurious to health, or 
a nuisance, have been above the average and have been passed 
upon with our best judgment. 

We are glad to note the improvment made by those living near 
the outlet of the lake, in caring for their sewerage, and trust that 
those about P. O. Square may join hands and do likewise and not 
oblige the Board of Health to take action against some things 
which are a violation of the health laws.

REPORT. 


OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The property of the department belonging to the town is in as 
good condition as in the last report, except the wear and tear of a 
year. There has been 1,000 ft. of new hose bought and some other 
needed additions to the apperatus so that now it can all respond 
to an alarm of fire in winter as well as when there is no snow. 

The vote that the town made at the last annual meeting to re- 
model the No. 8 school-house on School St. into a Fire Station has 
been carried out,,and now Hose No. 1 and the Hook and Ladder 
Truck is housed there and it makes a good roomy building and 
just what is needed. There ought to be a more substantial founda. 
tion under the East end and the drive way from the street widen- 
ed out so it won’t be so dangerous getting out, especially in the 
night time. With some more improvements on the inside it will 
make a good building for a Fire Station. 


We would recommend that an insurance against loss by fire be 
placed on all property of the department. 

We are glad to report that there has been no loss by fire during 
the past year, but that does not prove that we are immuned against 
it and we must keep what protection we have against fire, in such 
condition as to be able to meet it the best’ we can when it comes. 

I wish to thank the members of each company and the board 
of Engineers for their interest and co-operation in the year that 
has just past.
